no.f. 37 - 3 /Legai (110/2602.—in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (k) 
of Section 10 read with Section 23 of the All India Council for Technical Education 
Act, 1987 (52 of 1987), the All India Council for Technical Education hereby makes 
the following amendments to the existing approval Regulations 1994 and 1997, in 
supersession of the Amendment Regulations, 2002 notified on 20.11.2002, namely- 
“the AICTE (Grant of approval for starting new technical institutions, introduction of 
course or programmes and approval of intake capacity of seats for the courses or 
programmes) Amendment Regulations, 2002 


Short Title and Commencement 

(i) These Regulations may be called the All India Council for Technical 
Education (Grant of approval for starting new Technical Institutions/ 
introduction of additional courses or programmes / increase in intake) 

Amendment Regulations, 2003. 

(ii) These regulations shall come into force from the date of their publication in

The following amendments are hereby notified in the existing regulations No. 304- 
4/CCR/REG/94 dated 31 st October, 1994 read with regulation No. 711-6-1/ET/96, dt. 
11 th April, 1997 and regulation No. 37-3/Legal/2000, dated 16 th August, 2000. 

The following shall stand inserted at Clause 4 under Sub-regulation 8, (Scrutiny of 
Application) of the Amendment Regulation, 1997 as: 

8 (4) (e): It shall be necessary for the applicant to obtain, “No Objection Certificate” 
(NOC) from the concerned State Government / UT, on or before the cut-off-date 
specified by the Council, in respect of their proposals/ applications submitted under 
following categories: 

1) Establishment / starting of new technical institutions. 

2) Introduction of additional programme(s). 

3) Increase in intake* in the existing programmes of AICTE approved 
institutions. 
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8 (4) (f) : The NOC of the State Government, in respect of a proposal for 
establishment of a new Technical Institution/ Introduction of additional course(s) or 
programme(s)/ Increase in intake, received after the cut-off-date, shall not be 
considered by the Council under any circumstances. 

8 (4) (g) : The society / trust shall furnish a Developmental Profile Report 
(DPR), stating the details about the plans for future expansion in the coming 20 
years, alongwith the application for establishment of new Technical Institution. 

8 (4) (h): The State Government shall record its specific reasons in writing, in 
respect of the proposals/ applications, where NOC is not granted. 

8 (4) (i): If no communication regarding NOC, is received in the AICTE 

headquarters from the State Government / UT in respect of the proposals/ 
applications, as on the cut-off-date, the Council, shall consider the applications for 
further processing. 

8 (4) (j): In case of applicants who had applied for the year 2003-04 but their 

proposals were not considered due to NOC received after the cut off date, must 
apply afresh for the year 2004-05. However, the NOC’s from the State Government 
issued for the year 2003-04 after the Cut-off date, but not considered by the Council, 
will be considered valid for the year 2004-05 for the intake and courses 
recommended in the NOC. For any further addition or alteration in intake and/ or 
course (s), a fresh NOC will be required. 

*The intake shall mean the original intake granted at the time of approval 6r the 
maximum intake granted, whichever is higher, for the purpose of deciding whether 
the case pertains to increase in intake or restoration of intake. For restoration of 
intake NOC is not mandatory.
